Misunderstood the Circular. : 


A small sized tempest raged around the 
health officer of the collector of the port to- 
day.

Beyond the expenses and the 
time and delay involved in such a course, 
they eres wen from purely political con- 
siderations; that it would be dangerous for 
the president, notwithstanding the ex- 
treme peril of the nation, to call an extra 
session to prohibit immigration, pending 
the election. They argued that the sub- 
ject of immigration was a dangerous one 
for a candigate to fool with, as his mo- 
tives might be misconstrued or misrepre- 
sented, and that the risk was too great,
